Romulus Mayor Pro Tern 
Beverly Me Anally said she 
soon will propose the 
establishment of the 
“Romulus Farmer’s Mart” to 
give people from throughout 
the area a chance to get 


together and to give farmers 
and artesiansa chance to sell 
their wares. 

“There’s no place in this 
community where people 
come together,” Mrs. 
McAnally said. “Everyone 


revolves in their own social 
circles, which may center 
around politics or around a 
social club or a civic group, 
but few of the circles in 
tertwine.”

people who will leave 
Romulus who won't know 
other residents from the 
community because of the 
way it’s split up,” she added. 
“And that's a real shame. 

“This city needs something 
to get everyone together.” 

Mrs. McAnally has set a 
tentative July 12 deadline for 
establishing a farmer's 
market on the city hall 
grounds. 

“I visualize a row of trucks 
from which farmers, who 
have paid a small fee to 
participate, sell their products 
to citizens from Romulus and 
other cities,” she said. “It will 
give Romulus residents a 
chance to get .together on 
Saturday mornings, farmers a 
chance to sell their wares and 
others who have something to 
offer a market place to 
present it. 

“WHEN IT matures. I can 
see the mart as a place not 
only to get good buys on food, 
but also an area where senior 
citizen clubs can display and 
sell their handicrafts and 
painters and artesians can 
display their wares. 

“This won’t be a giant flea 
market, but wfll be a place 
where area residents can 
obtain some good produce 
buys and can purchase some 
good original handicrafts 
made by local artists.” 

The mayor pro tern added; 
“The nature of the place will 
generate enthusiasm in and 
around Romulus, which I hope 
will keep the mart going.” 

The first step in developing 
the plan will be obtaining a 
$500 “downpayment” on the 
project 

“I INTEND to ask the 
council for the money, on the 
assumption that it will be paid 
back by licensing fees,” Mrs. 
McAnally said. “I visualize 
those using the area to sell 
their wares paying possibly a 
$5 daily fee to set-up 

. !.»d lluii money will oe 
used to pay back the original 
$500 and then to maintain the 
area. 

"Anything left over at the 
end of the year will be used to 
develop the area for the next 
year and to improve it” 
Although she says 
“everyone wants toclaim they 
invented the wheel’’ Mrs. 
McAnally modestly pointed 
out that her farmer’s mart 


idea wasn’t an original one. 

“IT WAS USED in Pontiac 
last year,” she said “The 
news media declared the idea 
a success and it will be ex- 
panded this year to not only 
include a weekend, but also 
two or three other days a 
week. 


Romulus’ version could be 
just as good, because the city 
has room for possibly as many 
as 60 vendors in the parking 
lot ' 

“Those will attract people 
and the people will attract 
others interested in the con- 
cept. 


“It will serve as a good 
forum for civic groups, such 
as the Eager Beaver Parents, 
the Javcees or the Kiwanians 
to promote their 
organizations 

“The area could become a 
hub of weekend activity 
throughout the summer.” 


Budget to insure 
Romulus growth 


The Romulus City Council has adopted a 
$4.36 million budget that will “insure growth 
in the community” as perceived by Mayor 
Terry L Troutt 

The council voted 5-2 to approve the budget 
and 6-1, to set the city’s rnillage rate at nine 
for fiscal 1974-75, while reducing the water 
and sewer bond rnillage from seven to three. 

Troutt’s proposal defrayed sewer bonding 
costs for one year and transferred the funds 
more than $810,000 this year — into the 
city’s general fund by raising the rnillage 
from five last year to nine this year.

City employes 
to gain raises 
in new budget

The city budget adopted by the Romulus City Council in- 
cludes more than $27,400 in increased expenditures for 17 
non-union administrative personnel. 

“The money is set aside to bring these personnel up to a 
professional pay level,” Mayor Terry L. Troutt said “The 
people of this community demand expert services, but unless 
li.cy in c willing »o pay expert-level wages, they may never 
see that same level of services.” 

Increases were set aside for Troutt’s department heads, 
their assistants and other administrative personnel not 
covered by a union contract. 

RECEIVING the largest increases were the director of the 
Romulus Department of Responsive Government and his 
assistant. 

Both Daniel I. Lambert, the department head, and Gary L. 
Bingamen, his assistant, received $2,500 increases, bringing 
Lambert’s salary to a $15,000 yearly figure with Bingamen s 
at $14,800.

'County bonus check' 
to provide more jobs 


Area communities stand to 
receive a “county bonus 
check’’ this summer to help 
hire the jobless. 

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has ap- 
propriated more than $700,000 
for communities which par- 
ticipated in the Public Em- 
ployment Program (PEP) 
during the past two years to 
help to continue that program 

The money comes through 
the federal Comprehensive 
Employment and Training 
Act, of which Wayne County 
has been named a prime 
sponsor 

IN ALL. area communities 
stand to receive $88,000, in- 
cluding $52,000 by Romulus 
and $12,000 each by Belleville, 
Huron Township and Sumpter 
Township. 

Romulus’ share of the funds 
comes under the Public 
Employment Programs 
grants for which cities receive 
funding if their unemployment 
rate exceeds 6 5 per cent for 
three consecutive months 
prior to the grant date of July 
1, 1974 

The other communities 
receive funds under the 
Comprehensive Manpower 
Services grants which go to 
communities using the former 
federal PEP funds to hire 


personnel and wish to continue 
the program. 

Romulus Clerk Leonard 
Folmar said: “The program 
will help the city fill the gaps 
in employment encountered 
with the ending of the federal 
PEP funds 

“I’VE DISCUSSED the 


matter w ith Mayor (Terry L.) 
Troutt, and he has asked me to 
supervise the program, 
possibly for use hiring part- 
time summer personnel to 
handle duties in the recreation 
program and the department 
(Continued on Page A-3) 


defrayed this year alone by using surplus 
funds left over from previous years’ budgets 
and by using escrow money returned to 
Romulus by Wayne County. 

“What the city ends up with is a budget 
which show’s great capital improvements,” 
Troutt said “I’m proud of this city council for 
its dilligence and understanding in trying to 
provide improved services the city needs. 

"Romulus’ council could have passed a 
politically ’safe’ budget and cut expenditures 
by $34,000 this year, but it would have meant 
no improvement in services. 

“This budget will insure 
growth in parks, road paving, 
street protection and in 
department of public works 
services.” 

INC LUDED IN the budget 
was $500,000 for road im- 
provements, $189,000 for 
capital improvement, $250,000 
for parks and $112,000 for 
improved sheriffs services. 

Troutt said the road im- 
provement funds will be used 
to continue a road paving 
program started this year, 
established to pave 21 miles of 
roads at a cost in excess of $2 
million 

The park funds will be used 
to purchase and develop two 
more eight-acre recreational 
areas in the city 
Troutt already has set aside 
a 20 acre park at Henry Ruff 
and Beverly Road for a 
recreational area and the city 
is working on plans with the 
Romulus Community Schools 
to develop eigght acres behind 
the Merriman Elementary 
School. 

THE POLICE protection 
funds will be used for hiring 
two full time detectives and 
one full-time juvenile officer. 

The remaining funds will be 
used for the purchase of a new 
road grader, a backhoe, an 
asphalt roller, three dump 
trucks and lawnmowers. 

“The city’s department of 
public works has been 
criticized for the services it 
offers,’’ Troutt said “But the 
citizens can’t blame that on 
the men 

“If they don’t have the 
equipment to perform the job, 
and they didn’t until this 
budget, then they can’t per- 
form the way the citizens 
would like

To gain mayor's support 


District reaffirms purpose of pool

In order to collect the support of Romulus 
Mayor Terry L Troutt for a swimming pool 
rnillage proposal, Romulus School Supt Robert 
L. McConeghy outlined a district position paper 
on community use of the planned facility 

Troutt had said at a recent Romulus Board of 
Education meeting that he would out his full 
support behind the rnillage “if the board can 
guarantee the pool will be for all the citjzens 
...and if the board would inform the city by an 
informal memorandum that times will be set 
aside for recreational uses ” 

“I’ll back the proposal 100 per cent,” Troutt 
said, after listing the stipulations. 

A SIMILAR proposal for a swimming pool w as 


turned down by voters, but new interest in the 
pool has been shown in recent months, Mc- 
Coneghy said. 

The pool, if approved, would be constructed at 
Romulus High School and used during the week 
for school teams, swimming lessons, swim 
meets, life saving instruction and other related 
school uses. 

A regular schedule of recreation programs 
would be set up to ensure its fullest use by 
residents during evening hours and on weekends, 
according to plans mapped out by the Romulus 
Board of Education 

it would cost $3 25 million and would be an 
Olympic-size. 25-yard pool with six lanes 

LOCKER ROOMS, a pool deck, audience area, 
parking facilities and laundry’ also have been 
included in the plan 


By taking the pool proposal to the public in the 
form of a rnillage request, the board of education 
will save thousands of dollars in interest, 
which would be expended it a bond issue was 
approved, the superintendant said. 

According to administration figures, the ow f ner 
of a home with a state -equalized value of $20,000 
would pay approximately $65 in taxes for two 
years 

Some of the community uses suggested in a 
brochure being prepared for public distribution 
include recreation swimming, family nights, 
lifesaving and scuba classes, lessons for 
youngsters from two to 11 year-old, exercise 
swimming and classes for figure improvement, 
McConeghy said at Monday night’s board 
meeting 


Huron Township Supervisor 
George W Moore had an idea 
which was greeted with 
guffaws by the township’s 
board of trustees, but it’s 
Moore who’s doing the grin- 
ning now to the tune of 
$167,750 

Faced with a lengthy court 
battle over federal and state 
funds allegedly owed Huron 
from a sewer interceptor 
installation project begun in 
1968. Moore decided to plead 
his case to officials at the 
White House But instead of 
addressing his letter to 
President Nixon, Moore chose 
his personal secretary, 
Rosemary Woods 

“Nixon gets thousands of 
letters every day and I figured 
mine would just get lost in the 
shuffle,’’ Moore said 
“Nixon's secretary probably 
doesn’t get more than 15 
pieces of mail So I wrote to 
her. hoping she would tell the 
President about the raw deal 
Huron is getting The trustees 
here laughed at me but it 
worked ’’ 

Not onl> did Mrs Woods 
advise Nixon of Huron’s 
plight, but the President then 
instructed Norman Ed Ross 
Jr. his assistant legal counsel 
on domestic affairs, to study 
the matter 

And the storybook ending 
came to a peak Monday when 
Moore received a letter from 
Ross, informing him that 
Huron would receive its 
$167,750 within the next two 
weeks The monev constitutes 


the federal government's 
share of the original sewer 
grant 

“This is a beautiful thing for 
the township,” Moore said 
“Now that Huron is getting the 
federal money it should be 
able to get the $127, 25p the 
state owes it, too The state 
said it would pay Huron the 
money if the federal govern- 


ment did That's almost 
$ 300,000 the township will be 
getting ’’ 

The state earlier forwarded 
$55,000 it owed Huron for a 
sewer treatment plant 
project. 

Huron had planned to go to 
court in pursuit of the funds, 
and Moore said the township 
now would withdraw the suit

County will improve 
many roads in city 


City-owned roads aren’t the 
only ones scheduled to be 
improved in Romulus. 

Three miles of county roads 
are scheduled for im- 
provement this year, with 10 
miles slaved for im- 
provements ov er the next two 
years, according to a 
spokesman of the Wayne 
County Road Commission. 

The information came as 
part of Wayne County Com- 
missioner Edgar Harris’ 
announcement that 3d road 
improvement projects are 
slated for the county’s 26th 
District during the next two 
years. Improvements also 
jnclude roads in Huron 
Township 

SLATED FOR construction 
this year in Romulus is a two 
lane resurfacing project along 
Eureka Road from just east of 
Merriman Road to Wayne 
Road and the widening of 
Goddard Road between 
Middlebelt Road and Rogall 
Drive in Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport 

Also slated for improvement 
this year are Inkster Road 
between King Road and Huron 
River Drive; West Road from 
Inkster to Bell Road and 
Willow Road between Waltz 
Road and Huron River Drive. 

Slated for construction in 
1975 is Eureka Road from 
Inkster to east of Merriman, 
Inkster Road from Ecorse to 
Van Born and Middlebelt 
Road from King to Huron 
River Drive. 

Also scheduled for con- 
struction in 1976 are Eureka 
Road from Wayne to Huron 
River Drive. Merriman Road 
from Ecorse to Van Born; 
Middlebelt Road between 
Northline and Eureka Road; 
Wayne-Vining Road between 
1-94 and Van Born Road; West 
Road from Telegraph* to 
Huron River Drive and ex- 
tending West Road from 
Huron River Drive to 1-275. 

ROMULUS MAYOR Terry 
L Troutt was elated at the 
announcement stating: 
“These are the sort of im- 
provements Romulus has 


been seeking for its roads 
since the airport has been 
cutting the city apart. 

“I’m glad* to see that 
Romulus finally is on the 
Wayne County Road Com- 
mission’s planning map for 
something other than building 
airport holding ponds, 
because the residents have 
suffered not only from airport

The $22 million hospital in 
Taylor, planned by the 
Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) more than 
seven years, will be built, but 
it was a painful decision for 
the authority's board of 
directors. 

A pall of silence hung over 
the board room Thursdaynlght 
when the only bid offered to 
finance the $22 million facility 
came in at 7.1575 per cent - a 
rate which would cost the 
authority $30.6 million in in- 
terest a lone during the 20-year 
period of the bonds. 

PCHA consultants had 
expected bidding at 6.5 per 
cent only one month ago 
However in what PCHA 
financial consultant Julius 
Poshelon described as “one of 
the most panicky days I’ve 
seen in 40 years in the bond 
business," the official of- 
fering from a conglomerate of 
more than 20 top bonding 
agencies in the nation came in 
.7 per cent higher, increasing 
the total bond costs by $2.8 
million 

i’M AFRAID the rates will 
stay here or higher during 
ensuing months," Poshelon 
said. “The federal reserve 
system reports that the major 
banks in New York are into 
the reserves for more money 
than ever before, and a report 
from the Harris Trust and 
Savings Bank indicated that 
prime interest rates will stay 
at 10 per cent or higher until 
the end of 1974. 

“Six weeks from tonight, the 
rates will be worse than this.” 

PCHA Board Chairman 
Donald J. Pizzimenti said the 
authority had to decide 
“whether to accept this bid or 
to try again with ’the thought in 
mind that the contract bid for 
the hospital runs out July 5." 

“The PCHA has something 
solid here, something 
measurable and something 
you can accept," Pizzimenti 
said. “Everything else, which 
may happen, is pure 
speculation. 

"I GET NERVOUS when 
the authority is offered only 
one bid, but the authority is 
responding to an inflated 
market. 

“PCHA is investing its short 
term revenues at 10 per cent 
today, so where .the interest 
rate is high on brind bids, the 
authority is receiving high 
interest on its investments.” 

PCHA Board Member 
Pa trick Norton of Wayne said : 
“The economic difficulties the 
PCHA faces today shock the 
board, the PCHA is buying 
these bonds with cheap 
money. 

“With inflation, isn’t money 
worth less today than it was 
before? And if that is true, 
wouldn’t it be unwise not to 
proceed?” 

POSHELON SAID the bid 
“is comparable to a six per 
cent interest rate one year 
ago, because of the economic 
times." 

“If you stop inflation today, 
it’s safe to say that you’ll drop 
the interest rates,” he added. 
"But by all projections, the 
rates will stay at this level or 
go higher.” 

Only PCHA Board Member 
Milton Powers of Taylor urged 
the authority to turn down the 
bid. 

“It would be a poor business 
practice to pass the bonds at 
this time,” he said. 

HOWEVER , Edward R. 
Dudek of Inkster moved that 
the bid be accepted and w'as 
supported by Robert Wagner 
of Westland. 


"If the PCHA doesn’t, 
proceed, it may lose the only 
bonding concern interested.” 
Dudek said. 

Board Member James 
Stewart of Romulus said: 
“I’m nervous about the one 
bid on bonds, but these con- 


cerns have to group to afford 
those bonds I’m in favor of 
agreeing with the proposal to 
accept this offer. 

“Construction costs are 
rising at a rate greater than 
one per cent per month now, 
and if the PCHA loses the 


contract bid. the authority 
could stand to lose more of 
money in rebidding 
The board voted 27-1 , with 
Powers dissenting, to accept 
the bids.

City administrative employes 
gain raise with budget adoption

Two new deputy heads of the Romulus Department of 
Public Works ( DPW ) received $2,400 raises in the budget. 

Jim Radford, deputy director of highways and streets saw 
his salary jump from $12,600 to $15,000 yearly; while Robert 
Plank, director of city hall and grounds maintenance, 
received the same $2,400 increase, bringing his salary to 
$15,000. 

THE TWO assistant dog wardens received $2,271 in- 
creases, bringing their salaries to $10,500 yearly; while dog 
warden, George Hartgrove received a $2,137 increase to 
bring his salary to $11,000. 

David Paul, head of the city’s DPW, received a $1,757 in- 
crease in the budget, raising his salary to $16,000 yearly. 

Larry Moore, accountant and director of the city’s water 
and sewer department received a $1,500 raise to bring his 
salary to $12,000 yearly. 

Harold Reiner, the city’s tax assessor, received a $1,312 
raise to bring his salary from $13,188 to $14,500 yearly. 

ORDINANCE officer Jacob Koch received a $1,290 raise to 
bring his salary to $13,000. 

An $1,268 increase from $9,100 to $10,368 went to the per- 
sonnel director, Lorraine Kubiak. 

Romulus Urban Renewal and Publid Housing Commission 
Director George Wilhelmi received $1,017 in raises to bring 
his total salary to $18,000 yearly. 

Wilhelmi earns $15,000 as urban renewal director and 
$3,000 as public housing director. 

RAISES OF $1,000 went to Howard Lethemon, the city’s 
chief building inspector; Helen Gallien, assistant director of 


finance and purchasing, and Edmund Bizek Sr., director of 
finance and purchasing. 

The raises brought Lethemon’s salary to $17,500, Bizek’s 
salary to $13,500 and Gallien’s salary to $12,500. 

Marie DeBuysscher, recreation director, received a $977 
raise to bring her salary from $10,023 to $11, 000. 

Barry Baumann, inventory and purchasing controller at 
the DPW received a $600 raise to bring his salary to $10,400. 

JOHN CHIHAN received a $500 raise to bring his salary to 
$17,000 yearly. 

Chihan’s increase was the smallest by percentages, with 
his raise totaling three per cent over the year. 

The largest increases by percentages w'ent to the assistant 
dog wardens, who received upwards of 27 per cent in in- 
creases. 

Next highest went to Hartgrove, who received a 24 per cent 
boost. 

BINGAMEN’S and Lambert’s raises were the only other 
ones at a 20 per cent level or better. 

With inflation rising at more than 10 per cent during the 
past year, the increases meant that 10 of the 18 ad- 
ministrators maintained at least the same purchasing power 
of their salaries by receiving at least 10 per cent in increases. 

“When looking at these salaries, the people of the city 
should look at the jobs the people perform, and not the names 
involved,” Troutt said. “These are some very responsible 
positions in this city,/ and deserve top dollar 

“Though the raises may look high, I dare say that there 
wouldn’t be enough qualified people applying for jobs at 
these salaries if they now were vacated ”

Screening processes soon 
will begin for the hiring of two 
full-time detectives and one 
full-time juvenile officer in 
Romulus. 

“The city is working on a 
plan where the sheriff will

Legitimate or suspicious? 

Reform overlooks 'honorarium system' 

Enterprise 

Payments for speeches and articles mask 

illegal contributions 


Two Michigan congressmen — William S. 
Broomfield, a Republican, and James G 
O’Hara, a Democrat — have called on their 
colleagues to strictly limit the muscle big money 
now exerts on national politics. 

Their separate statements focused on different 
aspects of campaign reform — a subject taken 
more seriously than ever before in the wake of 
the Watergate disclosures. 

Broomfield asked the lawmakers to take a 
close look at one of their own activities — the 
acceptance by some of them of large payments 
for speaking engagements, written articles or 
personal appearances. 

•'WITH ALL THE talk about campaign reform 
this year, one area of abuse has been completely 
overlooked — this honorarium system,” he said. 

Declaring that the system is at best suspicious, 
and at worst nothing short of influence peddling, 
Broomfield added: 

“At issue is the ethics involved in accepting 
these honoraria. Who draws the line between 
legitimate payments and suspicious payments 


possibly used to buy influence? The only way to 
Tesolve the question is to eliminate all such 
payments.” 

The honorarium system has been in existence 
for a long time. Only in recent years, however, 
have members been required to report the 
amount of honoraria they earned and, in the case 
of senators, the sources of such payments. 

POINTING OUT THAT these disclosures have 
revealed the size of the problem, Broomfield 
said: 

“Figures for 1971 and 1972 show that members 
of the Senate collected over $1.4 million in 
honoraria for those years. A close look at the 


sources of these payments reveals much of this 
$1.4 million came from special interest groups 
that are directly affected by legislation enacted 
by Congress.” 

In many cases, these payments for speeches 
and articles mask illegal campaign con- 
tributions or go directly into a members pocket 
for personal use, he declared. 

“THE SENATE FAILED- to include any 
honoraria provision in the campaign reform bill 
recently passed in that chamber Yet any serious 
campaign reform effort should include 
legislation to prevent future abuses of the 
honorarium system by eliminating any 


payments in excess of out-of-pocket travel ex- 
penses,” Broomfield said. 

He has introduced a measure so specifying in 
the House. In addition to cutting down on the 
gravy, such a reform, if approved by Congress, 
would have a beneficial side result, Broomfield 
predicted. 

It would keep more lawmakers in Washington 
concentrating on legislation rather than lining 
their pockets by gallivanting around the country 

O’Hara reaffirmed his commitment to the 
principle of public financing of campaigns for 
candidates for elective federal offices. 

He was critical, however, of the Senate passed 
bill, presently pending in the House, on the 
ground that “it only partially eliminates some of

the problems that now exist and creates a whole 
host of new ones.” 

The Senate bill radically changes the present 
system of campaign financing by candidates for 
the House, the Senate and the Presidency. 

Instead of relying on large private con- 
tributions, the candidates would be limited to a 
hybrid system of small private contributions and 
matching grants from the federal government to 
pay for their primary contests and to full public 
financing to cover their general election cam- 
,paign costs. 

O'HARA CONCEDED that the Senate bill was 
a move in the right direction, but he charged “it 
still makes it possible for substantial sums of 
special interest money to find their way into 
political campaigns,” he added 

“The people are tirec^of having their elections 
influenced by this special interest money. The 
public has made it plain that it wants to see 
political campaign spending carried out at a far 
more modest level than has been the case in the 
past.”

If there is one thing politicians can do, it is 
view a problem with shock and alarm. 

Give them an obvious problem and they will 
give you a call for action, criticize whoever is 
in charge and maybe appoint a study com- 
mittee or two. Then they move onto other 
matters, their obligation fulfilled. 

Thus it was when 11 patients escaped from 
the Ypsilanti State Hospital Forensic Center. 
The patients were being held for psychiatric 
examination and three were accused mur- 
derers. 

The response w r as instantaneous. 

Gov. William G. Milliken ordered the State 
Police to investigate the escapes and asked 
for an immediate report from the Mental 
Health Department. 

Democratic gubernatorial candidate 
Sander Levin decided he needed to visit 
Ypsilanti to see the situation for himself. 

A resolution was introduced in the Senate 
calling for a study by the Legislature. 

There is precious little a spur of the 
moment visit by Levin can do to help the 
situation. He can leave “view ing with alarm” 
but the only real benefit is some exposure for 
his campaign. 


A legislative study: suggested by Sen 
Gilbert Bursley, R-Ann Arbor, will do little 
good It is too late to put together a decent 
study before the summer break and 
legislative studies in general have a rather 
bleak history in terms of their impact on 
anything. 

As far as Vander Laan is concerned, he was 
*in the Senate when the Legislature passed 
laws establishing the Forensic Center at 
Ypsilanti and requiring that persons found 
incompetent to stand trial be sent there 
rather than to Ionia . The Forensic Center and 
the phasing down of Ionia all was provided for 
in budget bills he helped pass. It’s almost as if 
he helped open the barn door and then 
complained because the horse got out. 

This is not to say there are not problems at 
Ypsilanti and that nothing should be done. 
Obviously something needs to be done, at 
least in tightening up security 

But this is a political year and that means 
politicians feel compelled to do a lot of yelling 
and dancing around the campfire before they 
go into action. 

In this area, at least, the new post- 
Watergate politics is just like the old brand.

Dade's 'metro government' works 


County manager concept stymies 'boss cronyism' 


Editor's Note — A proposal calling for the 
establishment of a county executive manager 
for Wayne County will be on the fall ballot. 
While the proposal is being bandied about bv 
organized groups aYfd politicians, we asked 
a Panax Newspapers writer in Miami Beach 
to write about the status of “metro” govern- 
ment in Dade County. Here is his report:

MIAMI BEACH — Dade County’s 27 
municipalities have been forced by financial 
necessity to turn over large segments of their 
responsibilities to Metro government over the 
past 17 years 

The county, which covers Miami. Miami 
Beach and 25 other cities, has become the 
nation’s prototype of metropolitan govern- 
ment 

But in their efforts to escape soaring tax 
rates, city officials and businessmen have 
surrendered their authority reluctantly, and 
often bitterly 

OPPOSITION coming principally from 
cities through the League of Municipalities, 
has ranged from general fears of en- 
croachment to differences over control of 
specific services 

However, despite the strong feelings that 
have generated campaigns for recall of 
county commissioners and proposed charter 
amendments, the Metro concept has never 
been seriously challenged. 

By far the greatest fear has been that a 
strong mayor would replace professional 
government administration with “boss 


< 

cronyism.” When a recommendation for a 
change to a strong executive was made by a 
study commission in 1972. residents and 
groups that had supported the original 
charter heavily criticized the proposed 
amendment. 9 

IN A COUNTYWIDE referendum, the 
proposal was soundly defeated as most people 
favor a mayor-chairman system with a 
county manager who would serve as chief 
executive. / 

Even under the present system, voters have 
questioned the power of the county manager 
to appoint and remove administrative of- 
ficers and employees though such actions are 
subject to the commission’s approval. 

Attempts to restore the elective status of 
such officials as tax assessor and sheriff have 
been frequent but unsuccessful. 

EIGHT CHARTER amendments to end 
Metro’s control over such functions as 
sewage, water supply, and transportation 
were proposed in the first five years of Metro. 
But most were defeated by citizens who 
believed in the necessity of Metro, although 
many were clearly upset over its assumption 
of power. 

Likewise, in the judicial system, when it 
became clear that municipal courts would no 
longer have jurisdiction over such matters as 
traffic violations, for example, the cities drew 
up a charter amendment asserting their 
political autonomy and right to self- 
government. 

Since its defeat the Metro court has since 
established uniform codes for building, 
traffic, fire protection, housing, and air and 
water pollution 


PAST CONTROVERSIES, however, have 
underscored a basic ambiguity in the division 
of powers between Metro and the cities. An 
ambiguity rooted in the provisions allowing 
Metro to administer certain services coun- 
tywide while others are handled on a 
municipal basis 

Although the Metro Public Safety Depart- 
ment provides many countyw'ide services as 
crime labs, training facilities, and accident 
records. 25 municipalities have their own 
police and four their own communication 
systems. However, general police patrol is • 
offered the unincorporated areas and 
recently Miami transferred its jail to Metro 
which plans to build a supplemental $6 
million, 300-inmate pre-trial detention 
facility 

Inner-city residents have loudly objected, 
however to the proposed site of the new jail, 
which they fear might be built on land 
originally designated by Little HUD, Metro’s 
Housing Authority for low-rent housing Many 
black leaders contend such housing is more 
desperately needed than the jail Presently, 
public hearings are being conducted to 
asssess public opinion before funds are 
committed 

ONE OF THE MAJOR issues that Metro is 
attempting to resolve is the development of a 
comprehensive master land use plan for 
future population growth Presently, cities 
enforce zoning ordinances within their 
jurisdictions and Metro handles zoning in the 
unincorporated areas 

As six citizen task forces prepare recom- 
mendations for the plan, county officials hope 
to balance the rapid growth of the area with 


the unique features of the Everglades in 
designing development and resource 
management. 

Opposition has been swift, however, as 
developers battle county moratoriums on 
west and central Dade imposed to forestall 
urban sprawl until the master plan is com- 
pleted 

CONSERVATIONISTS argue that even 
when planned regional sewage treatment 
facilities at Key Biscayne and at two sites in 
north and south Dade are completed in 1977, 
expansion into the major water-recharge 
areas of west Dade will eventually cause salt 
water intrusion into the county’s fresh water 
supply, endangering populations and the 
future of the delicate Everglades. 

That water is a vital resource in Dade is 
moot A Metro Water and Sewer Board has 
already admitted a countywide daily 
emergency Efforts to fight off a recent 
Florida Keys Aqueduct Authority request for 
a additional 20 million gallons a day from 
south Dade wells have brought the scarcity to 
the fore 

Monroe County, also experiencing heavy 
population growth, already has six of its eieht 
million gallons piped in from Dade but is still 
falling 300.000 gallons short daily. 

Meanwhile Metro’s Water and Sewer 
Authority is acquiring seven privately owned 
utilities in an effort to consolidate the 
various utilities into one major system. 
Agreements with 38 developers to provide 
service in unincorporated areas have been 
signed and major transmission projects in 
north and south Dade are underway.

It was a frigid day in Detroit 


The few spectators present huddled 
together to keep warm as the biting 
wind whipped the loose snow from the 
front lawn of the Capitol Building in 
Detroit. 

Curious clerks and secretaries could 
be seen in the windows, not wanting to 
venture outside for the ceremonies on 
this raw, Michigan winter day 
A few dignitaries stood in line, some 
stamping their feet, others clapping 
their gloved hands together, trying to 
stay warm and hoping the presentation 
wouldn’t take long 
THE TROOPS. 61 members of the 
Brady Guard, the first uniformed 
company of militia in the state, stood at 
attention wiggling toes inside the 
black boots, or tightening and relaxing 
fingers inside the white gloves, 
squeezing and relaxing the grip on their 
rifle stocks 

Despite the cold and wind, the 
guardsmen looked sharp in their grey 
cadel coats, trimmed in black and 
yellow, with black leather caps and a 
white and blue plume and brass visor. 


Finally a silent signal was given and 
a young man stepped from the group of 
civilians. A man hardly old enough to 
be a leader In his hands he carried a 
folded blue cloth 

Guard Captain Isaac S. Rowland 
came forward to meet the youth, and 
the “Boy Governor,” Stevens T Mason. 
Michigan’s first Governor handed 
Rowland the cloth 


In his hands he carried 
a folded blue cloth 


THE BRADY GUARD of Detroit, on 
February 22, 1837 had received 

Michigan's first flag to carry’ as they 
served in the “Patriot War.” 

It was an official flag however, 
designed by Allen Smith, Jr of Detroit. 
On one side was a portrait of Governor 
Mason, while the reserve side displayed 
a state seal, a portrait of General Hugh 
Brady, an American Flag, and an 
unidentified woman 


Another unofficial flag was flown' 
during the cornerstone dedication of 
Soldiers Monument in the National 
Cemetery at Gettysburg, Pa. on In- 
dependence Day, 1865 Governor Henry 
H Crapo was in the reviewing stand as 
the newest flag, bearing Michigan’s 
coat of arms on one side and the U S. 
coat of arms on the other was raised 

SINCE MASON'S presentation to 
Captain Rowland, and the raising of the 
flag at Gettysburg, Michigan's flag has 
undergone several changes. 

Finally, in 1911, the State Legislature 
made it all official when it adopted 
Michigan's present flag with the simple 
phrase “The State Flag shall be blue 
charged with the arms of the state “ 
The Michigan Coat of Arms, also 
adopted in 1911. was designed by 
Territorial Governor Lewis Cass, and 
was patterned after that of the Hudson 
Bay Fur Company 
Though the physical flag has been 
changed several times, the idea, born 
137 years ago, is still there

Nixon foils 
call for his 
resignation

In these very same columns one week ago today, I repeated 
an earlier position that President Richard Nixon should not 
resign... that even the President of the United States deserves 
the right to judiciary process 

That column was prepared Friday. May 10 and during the 
long weekend that followed— the nation’s major metropolitan 
newspapers carried banner headlines about the president’s 
“pending resignation.” 

James M. Naughton, a Capitol Hill correspondent for the 
New York Times Service, said: "Speculation swept across 
Washington Friday that President Nixon was on the verge of 
announcing his resignation.” 

THE WIRE SERVICES were busy churning out “news” 
reports on ranking Republicans calling for the president to 
resign One major wire service transmitted a 20 column inch 
story quoting one-time pro-Nixon newspapers who had joined 
the lynch Nixon bandwagon. 

By May 12 I figured that my token plea as editor of a 
weekly publication would never see print; but knowing well 
the political life of the president, I had faith he would not 
resign. For if he did, then the American judiciary’ system and 
our concept that a man is innocent until proven guilty would 
be dealt a mortal wound Even suspected killers are granted 
their day in court. ..under our judicial process. 

When I arrived at the office early Monday morning, I 
checked the wires for the latest news. The ugly mood for a 
lynching party was still hot, and being fueled by Republicans 
who face election this troubled Watergate year and cheered 
by newspapers who boast of protecting the judicial process. 

THEN TO TOP IT OFF. some of our nation's illustrious 
national news columnists had the audacity Jo write that 
Nixon’s foul language had shattered the morality of the 
country. Another had the gall to claim that former President 
Johnson’s record of bad language “was in context, that it was 
colorful and pointed— that Mr Nixon’s language is not 
colorful and not in context.” What kind of double talk is that, 

I ask. 

By late Monday the nation knew the resignation campaign 
was falling by the wayside. Some were beginning to see 
through the ploy concocted by several so-called leading 
Republicans and Repulbican-vested journals. They had one 
concern— their own political hides and interests — and 
nothing more. 

Everything they had accused the president of committing, 
they had now executed. ^ 

THEN CAME A BREATH of fresh air— and it came from 
ranking members of the Democratic Party not Nixon’s 
party. 

Senate Democratic Majority Leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, said: “This nation is going through a purgatory of 
sorts at present. Resignation is not the answer. This is the 
time to keep cool— the expression. I believe, is cool it.’ ” 

Then came the wise words of Senate Democratic Whip 
Robert C Byrd of West Virginia. Byrd warned that the U S. 
constitutional system isn’t a parliamentary system where a 
government can be swept from office by a flashfire of public 

opinion. . _ . ... 

We also heard from Democratic House speaker Carl Albert 
of Oklahoma The House speaker said it is better for the 
constitutional process to run its course, and then added he 
would “have nothing to do” with any congressional effort to

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To avoid killing frost 

Gardeners should plant crops during month

This week probably will be 
the best time to start sowing 
seed or planting crops in the 
hopes of having a fine garden 
this summer 

According to Gerald 
Draheim, agent of the Wayne 
County Coopera bve Extension 
Service in Wayne, W r estlem 
Wayne County, residents 
should wait until late in May to 
plant their gardens to avoid 
bouts with killing frost. 

“There actually is no magic 
date for planting a garden to 
avoid frost,” Draheim told 
Westland senior citizens a l a 
gathering arranged as part 
of the city’s continuing 
education program. “But if a 
gardener wants to save 
himself a lot of work 
evervtime there is a threat of

frost, he should wait a few 
more days before planting. 

"AS FAR as I’m concerned, 
after May 20 is the best time to 
plant.” 

Draheim told the group that 
"gardening is the thing to do 
this day and age to save 
money and to get back to 
nature. 

"Residents in this area are 
fortunate, because it abounds 
with sandy soil, which is ex- 
cellent for gardening, so long 
as it is watered. 

“All that must be done to 
prepare the garden in this 
area is to till the ground to a 
depth of six or eight inches, to 
mix in some good compost to 
help hold moisture and to 


include some high phosphorus 
fertilizer to help nourish the 
plants.” 

Draheim said average 
homeowners can find “high 
phosphorus” fertilizer by 
checking the series of three 
numbers posted on each 
chemical fertilizer package 
The first number designates 
the nitrogen content of fer- 
tilizer, the second phosphorus 
and the third the potassium 
content. 

"ANY FERTILIZER with a 
high middle number is good.” 
Draheim said "Ordinary 
law'h fertilizer wouldn’t fit the 
need because it’s high in 
nitrogen content.” 

One item of caution to 
prospective gardeners 


Young cabbage plants 
enjoy cooler weather 


Young cabbage plants are frost hardy and 
Western Wayne County garden experts 
recommend that the plants be set into the 
ground around this time of the year. 

The plants enjoy cool weather of early 
summer. 

There are four popular vegetables which 
are all members of the cabbage family. 

Cabbages themselves are available in three 
different types — green, red and savoy. 

Next in popularity is broccoli, then 
cauliflower and finally brussels sprouts. 

Like the cabbage, they all enjoy cool 
weather of early summer or fall. In fact, 
Cauliflowers and brussels sprouts are best 
grown as a fall crop, setting out transplants in 


mid-summer so that final maturity occurs 
during September and October. 

Cabbage is the most heat tolerant of all 
these valuable leaf crops, and it can be grow n 
all season by succession plantings, according 
to the National Garden Bureau. 

Broccoli is more tolerant of heat than 
cauliflower, and providing good-size tran- 
splants are set out early in spring, a wor- 
thwhile crop can be expected. Another 
planting in mid-summer will produce an even 
better crop in fall. 

Brussels sprouts are an extremely valuable 
fall and winter vegetable, producing greens 
until December over most of the United 
States at a time when store prices for fresh 
vegetables are highest.

Gardeners who are planning 
to store part of their harvest 
may find two recent consumer 
information publications must 
reading before canning or 
freezing vegetables or fruits. 

The first publication, 
“Home Freezing of Fruits and 
Vegetables,” costs 50 cents; 
while the second manual, 
“Home Canning of Fruits and 
Vegetables.” costs 35 cents. 
Both booklets were developed 
by the U.S Department of 
Agriculture. 

Both booklets cover the 
proper procedures for 
preserving fruits with or 
without sugar along with 
helpful hints on how- to 
prepare the produce and avoid 
problems 

The booklets are available 
by writing Consumer In- 
formation, Pueblo, Colo.

The U.S. uses 25 per cent of 
its energy for transportation, 
18 per cent for heating and 16 
per cent for process steam 


Draheim offers is "grow only 
what you need.” 

“You have to be careful and 
determine how much you 
really want of each item,” he 
said “There are certain 
things you shouldn't grow, 
unless you want to devote 
enough space, and then there 
are certain things which you 
can obtain large quantities of 
food from a small number of 
plants 

“It would take two 25-foot 
rows of sweet corn to yield 40 
ears,” Draheim said “It’s 
hardly worth the effort, 
considering how long 40 ears 
of corn would last the average 
family.” 

THE AGENT said area 
residents shouldn't overdo the 
“weed spraying routine” in 
their gardens. 

“Some people spray too 
much and others too little," he 
said. “When there is a need, 
spray. But generally the 
problems aren’t that critical 
to require a lot of weed killer. 

Draheim suggests that 
weeds can be kept under 
control with measures other 
than spraying. 

“Grass clippings, so long as 
they don’t have weed killers 
sprayed on them can be used 
as mulch to keep weeds 
dow r n,” said the agricultural 
agent. 

“Other mulches could be 
newspapers or a new plastic 
sheet w^ich is spread along 
garden rows with little Xs cut 
in it where the plants comfc 
through. 

"AND THEN there’s the 
traditional hoeing 


“In planting a garden, the 
gardener should leave at least 
18 inches between rows to 
allow hoeing between rows.” 

“Every gardener should 
realize that the more he 
spends on special chemicals to 
keep his crops perfect, the 
more he spends on his food 

“It would work out that 
homegrown items cost more 
to grow than store-bought 
items and when that happens, 
the garden is self-defeating 

““THE GARDENER would 
be better off to go down to a 
farmer’s market early on 
weekdays to get good 
wholesale buys rather than 
gardening.” 

Draheim said he is available 


to help the senior citizens and

Nitrogen requirement 
varies among plants 


Sweet corn, tomatoes, 
pepper, squash, okra and 
greens need more nitrogen 
than that recommended for a 
general garden plot. 

The extra amount of am- 
monium nitrate depends on 
the crop and the length of the 
row. *A 10-foot row of sweet 
corn will need six 
lablespooons of ammonium 
nitrate. Apply any time after 
the corn comes up, recom- 
mend Michigan State 
University horticulturists. 

Apply one teaspoon of the 
solution per tomato plant 
when the fruits are one inch in 
diameter and repeat every 
three weeksi throughout 
harvest. 

Pepper plants require ad- 
ditional ammonium nitrate 
when the first fruits are one 
inch in diameter. Apply one 
teaspoon per two feet of 
plants. 

Apply one and one-half 
teaspoons around each squash 
plant when the runners are 
one foot long. 


Apply ammonium nitrate 
after the first harvest of okra. 
One to two tablespoons is 
needed for every 10-foot row. 

Apply one teaspoon of the 
solution to every two feet of 
greens. 

Be careful not to get any 
ammonium nitrate on the 
leaves of wet plants because it 
might bum them, caution the 
specialists. Follow label 
directions to insure proper 
applications.

AND THERE HAS been excellent talent at these meets.

Jon Cross, Cherry Hill’s Phil Seibold and Lou Hatzilias, 
Franklin’s Ken Yuhasz, Mike Filarecki, Mike Jinnett and 
Jim Craig.
